Dalhonsie C astle—the earl utul countess—an tiq u ity o f th eir 
fam ily. 
Edinboro’ has extended to “ St. Leonard’s ,” and the 
home of Jeartie D eans ¡sn ow the com m encem ent o f the 
railway ! 
H ow sadly is rom ance ridden over by the 
march o f in te llec t! 
W ith tw enty-four persons and som e clim bers behind, 
1 was drawn ten m iles in the hour by a single horse up­ 
on the D alkelh rail-road, and landed w ithin a m ile o f 
Dalhousie C astle. 
T w o “ w ee callants” here under­ 
took my portm anteau, and in ten minutes m ore 1 w as 
at the rustic lodge in the park, the gate o f w hich sw ung 
hospitubly open w ith the w elcom e announcem ent that i 
was expected. 
A n avenue o f near three-quarters o f a 
mile o f firs, cedars, laburnums and larches, wound thro* 
the park to the castle ; and dipping over the edge o f a 
deep and wild d ell, i found the venerable old pile be­ 
low m e, its round tow ers and 
battlem ented 
turrets 
frowning am ong the trees, and forming with the river, 
which sw ept round its base, one o f the finest specim ens 
„maginable o f the feudal picturesque.* T h e nicely grav­ 
elled terraces, as I approached, the plate-glass w indow s 
and rich curtains, dim inished som ew hat o f the rom ance; 
but I am not free to say that the prom ise they gave o f 
luxury within did not oiler a succedaneuin. 
I w as m et at the threshold by the ca stle’s noble and 
distinguished m aster, and as the light m odern gothic 
door sw ung open on its noiseless hinges, I looked up at 
the rude armorial scutcheon a b ove, and at the slits tor 
the portcullis chains and the rough hollow s in the w alls 
which had served for its rest, and it seem ed to m e that 
the kind and polished earl, in his velvet cap, and the 
modern door on its patent hinges, w ere pleasant substi­ 
tutes even for a raised drawbridge and a helm eted knight. 
I beg pardon o f the rom antic, if this be treason ogam st 
D ella Crusca. 
T h e gong had sounded it first sum m ons to dinner, 
and 1 w ent im m ediately to m y room to ach ieve my 
toilet. 
1 found m yself in the south w in g, with a glo­ 
rious view up the valley o f the E sk, and com forts about 
m e such as are only found in a private cham ber in E ng­ 
land. 
T h e nicely-fitted carpet, the heavy curtains, the 
w ell-appointed dressing table, the patent grate and its 
blazing tire, (for w here is a fire not w elcom e in S cot­ 
lan d ?) the tapestry, the books, the boundless bed, the 
bell that w i l l ring, and the servants that anticipate the 
p u ll 
oh, you 
should have pined for com fort in 
France and Italy to know wliut this catalogue is w orth. 
After dinner, Lady D alhousie, w ho is m uch o f an 
invalid, m ounted a sm all pony to show m e the grounds. 
W e took a winding path aw ay from the door, and d e­ 
scended at once into the rom antic dell over w hich the 
castle tow ers. 
It is naturally a most w ild atni precipi­ 
tous glen, through w hich the rapid Esk pursues its w ay 
almost in darkness ; but, leaving only the steep and 
rocky shelves leaning over the river with their crow n of 
pines, the successive lords o f D alhousie have cultivated 
the banks and hills around for a park and a paradise.— 
T h e sm ooth gravel w alus cross and in terw eave, the 
sm oother law ns sink and sw ell with their green bosom s, 
the stream dashes on murmuring b elow , and the lofty 
trees shadow and overhang all. 
At one extrem ity o f 
the grounds are a flow er and Iruil-garden, and beyond 
it the castle farm ; at the other, a little village o f the 
family dependants, with their rose im bow ered cottages ; 
and, as far as you would ram ble in a day, extend the 
w oods and glades, and hares leap across your path, and 
pheasants and p atn d gei whirr up us you approach, and 
y a may fatigue yourself m a scen e that is iorm ed in 
«V ery feature for the gentle-born and the refined. 
T h e 
lauuur and the taste oi su ccessive generations cun alone 
create such an Eden. 
lU im ogem ture I i half forgive 
thee. 
T h e view s o f the castle from the bottom o f the dell 
are perfectly beuutilul. 
W ith uil its internal refinem ent, 
it is still in e warlike fortress at a little distance, and bar* 
tizun and battlem ent bring boldly back the davs w hen 
Hruce was at lluw ihorndou, (six m iles distant) and Lord 
Dalhousie i? ancestor, the knightly Sir A lexander K am - 
suy, defended the ford o f the E sk, and m ade h im self a 
nam e h i ¡Scottish story in the days o f W allace and the 
D ouglasses. 
D alhousie w as besieged 
by Edward the 
first and by John ol Daunt, am ong others, and being the 
nearest o f a chain o f castles from the Esk lo the F eul- 
land H ills, it w as the scen e o f som e pretty fighting in 
m ost of tiie wars of ¡¿colland. 
Lord D alhousie show ed m e a singular old bridle bit, 
the history o f which is thus told in S co tt’s T ales o f a 
G randfather: 
“ ¡sir Alexander liamsay having taken by storm the 
strong castle of Roxburgh, the king bestowed on him 
the otiice o f sheriff o f the county, which was before 
eugaged by the knight of Lidiiesd de. 
A s this was 
placing another person in Ins room, the knight o f Lid 
desdale altogether forgot his old friendship lor Ramsay, 
and resolved to put him to death. 
H e came suddenly 
upon him with a strong party of men while he was 
administering justice at llaw ick. 
liam say, having no 
suspicion o f injury from the hands of Ins old comrade, 
and having few men with him, was easily overpowered: 
and being wounded, was hurried away'" to the lonely 
castle o f the Hermitage, which stands m the middle of 
tho morasses of Liddesdale. 
H ere he was thrown into 
a dungeon (with his horse) where lie had no other gus­ 
to: ince than some grain which fell down from a grauu-

ry above ; and, after lingering awhile in that dreadlul 
condition, the brave Sir Alexander R amsay died. 
I his 
was in 1412. 
Nearly four hundred and fifty jeiws af­ 
terw ard, that is, about forty year* ago, a mason, dig­ 
ging among the ruins of Hermitage ru stle, broke into a 
dungeon, where lay a quantity of chaff, some human 
bones and a bridle bit, which were supposed to mark 
the vault as the place o f Wamsny’s death. 
T h e bridle- 
bit was given to grandpapa, who presented it to the 
present gallant Earl of Dalhousie, a brave soldier, like 
his ancestor, Sir Alexander R am say, from whom he is 
lineally descended.” 
T h ere is another singular story con nected with the 
family w hich escaped Sir W alter, und w hich has never 
appeared in print. 
Lady D alhousie is one o f the an­ 
cient 
fam ily o f C oulston, one o f the ancestors o f 
w hich, Brown o f C oulston, married the daughter ol the 
fam ous W arlock ’ o f G ifford, described in M arm ion. 
A s they w ere proceeding to the church, the wizard lord 
stopped the bridal procession beneath a pear-tree, 
and 
plucking one o f the pears, he gave it to his daughter, 
telling her that he had no dow ry to give her, but that 
as long as she kept that gift, good fortune w ould never 
desert her or her descendants. 
T h is w as in 1 2 7 0 , and 
the pear is still preserve«! in a silver box. 
About tw o 
centuries ago, a maiden lady o f the fam ily ch ose to try 
her teeth upon it, und very soon after tw o o f the 
best 
farms o f the estate w ere lost in som e Jitigutmn— the 
only misfortune that has b e f .llen the inheritance o f the 
C oulstons in six centuries— thanks (perhaps)
